The Town’s By-law Enforcement Officers will issue parking tickets for illegally 
parked vehicles.

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© Roads Resurfacing 

Springtime marks the beginning of the Town’s annual 
Road Resurfacing program. This year, the Town has 
identified 14 kms of roads rehabilitated as part of its five- 
year Road Resurfacing program. 

How are the roads rated and ranked? 

Town roads are inspected and rated by Town engineering 
staff. Ratings include factors such as ride condition ratings 
and the physical condition of the road. 

Once the road is rated, Town engineers use a risk-based 
formula to rank the Town roads and identify road priorities. 
The formula is based on a Pavement Condition Index (PCI) 
(scale: 100-1) x Road Classification (scale: 1-6). 

For example, 

Road A: 60 (PCI) x 4 (Road Class) = 240 
Road B: 50 (PCI) x 5 (Road Class) = 250 

Road A is considered a higher priority road when compared 
to Road B; the lower the road rating, the higher the priority. 

Other factors affecting road priorities include: 

• Roads that have a Pavement Condition Index of 45 
and lower are automatically slated for reconstruction 
not resurfacing because they are considered too far 
deteriorated to be effectively rehabilitated. 

• Ifasewerorwatermain replacement project is planned 
in the 10-year capital program, only maintenance 
activities will be completed until reconstruction occurs 
as part of the project.

What are the types of road resurfacing & 
reconstruction used? 

Road Resurfacing 

• Hot Mix Overlay - A new layer of asphalt is placed on top 
of the existing road. 

• Hot Mix Mill and Overlay - A portion of the existing 
asphalt road is milled off and a new layer of asphalt is 
placed on the milled surface. 

• Surface Treatment (aka tar and chip sealing) - Asphalt 
emulsion is sprayed on top of the existing road surface 

or other base material and is coated with a fine aggregate. 

Road Reconstruction 

• The existing asphalt roads are pulverized and replaced 
with new asphalt. 

• The existing asphalt roads are excavated and replaced 
with a new granular base and new asphalt. 

• The existing surface treated roads are pulverized and 
replaced with new double surface treated emulsion and 
fine aggregate. It may also include a layer of recycled 
asphalt pavement. 

• The existing surface is pulverized, graded and compacted 
with a dust suppressant application. 

How much money is dedicated to fixing our roads? 

In the 2017 Capital Budget, Town Council allocated $1.58 
million to the Roads Resurfacing program. In order to 
maximize the dollars committed to the Roads Resurfacing 
program, Town Council approves the annual budget 
early in the year; thus, allowing for early tendering and 
favourable pricing.

Ash trees make up about 60-75 
percent of all trees in Fort Erie. Last 
year, Town staff estimated that 
about 16,500 Ash trees in Fort Erie 
were infested with the Emerald Ash 
Borer, with 80 per cent located on 
private property. The Town will be re¬ 
moving select trees from its property 
and residents and businesses are 
reminded that it is their responsibil¬ 
ity to manage or remove trees on 
their own properties.

What you need to know about the 
Emerald Ash Borer 

What is the Emerald Ash Borer? 

The Emerald Ash Borer (EAB) is an introduced 
insect pest from Asia that attacks and kills all 
species of true ash trees by feeding beneath 
the bark and disrupting the flow of water and 
nutrients within the tree. It was first discovered in 
the Niagara Region in 2009. 

How much damage can it cause? 

The mortality rate of EAB infested trees can 
happen as fast as one year; however, it typically

What will happen to the Town-owned ash tree near my property? 
Town-owned ash trees will be identified, tagged and marked 
with white paint by the Town Arborist to indicate the action to be 
taken. Trees marked with an “X” or “X & H” have been tagged for 
removal. Trees marked with a white “dot” identify the tree is in 
healthy condition and require maintenance trimming to ensure 
continued health. 

What is the Town doing? 

In 2017, the Town dedicated $400,00 for the trimming and 
removal of trees on Town property; a 100% increase over last 
year’s budget. Throughout the year, staff will be inspecting Ash 
trees and will be addressing the most serious cases first

O Water & Wastewater 


The Town of Fort Erie prides itself on delivering safe drinking water to its 
customers. To ensure the water is safe, our staff maintains and continuously 
improves the Town’s Drinking Water Quality Management System as 
required by the Ontario Safe Drinking Water Standards. 


In addition, Town water is monitored at the source, during treatment, after 
treatment and within the distribution system. Samples are taken at the 
intakes, at the treatment plant and at distribution sites and then sent to 
certified laboratories for testing. Some tests are conducted on site such as 
a chlorine analysis.

Skatepark - The Fort Erie skatepark 
was designed by renowned skatepark 
designer Jim Barnum of Spectrum 
Skatepark Creations. It’s a hybrid 
design that combines ‘old-school 
bowls’ for BMX bikers with stairs and 
rails for skateboarders and inline 
skaters. The use of safety equipment 
is strongly recommended including a 
helmet, elbow and knee pads.

With 30 kms of Lake Erie shoreline, 
Fort Erie has 24 public access points 
through either road allowances 
that end at the water’s edge or 
designated waterfront parks. Fort 
Erie waterfront parks include:

• Crystal Beach Waterfront Park 
and Boat Launch 

• Riverwalk

Bay Beach to Receive 
$2.2M Makeover 

The shores of Bay Beach are about 
to get even more vibrant. Thanks to 
a comprehensive strategy approved 
by Town Council and influenced by 
hundreds of community members, Fort 
Erie’s Bay Beach will undergo a $2.2 
million makeover starting in 2017. 

The Niagara Region’s Waterfront 
Investment Program recently awarded 
the Town of Fort Erie $850,000 to 
implement the Bay Beach Master Plan, 
which was finalized in )anuary 2016. 

Several local organizations and 
clubs are partnering with the Town to 
ensure the project’s success. Final 
plans for Bay Beach’s makeover 
are the result of numerous public 
workshops and one-on-one interviews 
with hundreds of local community 
members in 2015. 

Construction will take place 
throughout the next couple of years 
and will ensure that beach access 
is not affected during this time. The 
makeover to Bay Beach, which attracts 
84,000 visitors each year, is expected 
to create an economic impact of $2 to 
$2.5 million annually. 

The Town’s Master Plan also includes 
a comprehensive environmental 
strategy to protect the Lake Erie 
shoreline and the Bay Beach 
ecosystem, by planting more native 
trees and shrubs, and protecting and 
creating additional sand dunes. 



The $2.2 million makeover will 
transform Bay Beach into a mixed-use 
space for recreational, commercial, 
and residential facilities and 
activities. 

Plans for the new beach include: 

• Multipurpose festival square 

• Open air pavilion for gatherings 
and events 

• Washrooms, lockers and 
change rooms 

• Seasonal boardwalks for accessible 
beach access 

• New playground and open 
play area 

• Sidewalks connecting the beach 
and local commercial district 

• The Bay Beach neighbourhood will 


also receive new pedestrian 
crosswalks, improved parking, and 
a modest number of new 
residential developments.

© Building a Deck? 

The warmer months are upon us, which means it's officially deck and patio season! 

If you are considering building a deck this season, please note the following information: 

• Building permits are generally required for material or structural alterations to 
your property. 

• Permits are required for covered and uncovered decks more than 24 inches above 
the ground. 

• Obtaining a permit is quick and easy. Applications can be picked up at Town Hall 
(1 Municipal Centre Dr.) or at www.forterie.ca. 

• Questions or concerns can be directed to the Building Services at 905-871-1600. 

© Building a Fence? 

If you are considering building a fence this season, a building permit is not required, 
however, residents should be aware of property lines and maximum height provisions 
under the Town's Fence bylaw. 

Ideally, neighbours should discuss the erection of a fence on mutual property lines. 

Also, the sidewalk is not necessarily the lot line, as the municipality may own some 
landscaping between the sidewalk and lot line. Residents are encouraged to consult a 
survey of their property prior to building a fence. 

Please remember the following general regulations if you are considering building a fence 
this season: 

• Front Yard fences can be a maximum of 1 metre high 

• Side Yard fences can be a maximum of 2.3 metres high 

• Rear Yard (residential) fences can be a maximum of 2.3 metres high
